Lick Observatory Scientists 
Leave for Australia 
Equipped With Astronomical 
Instruments, Supplies 


Will Set Up Complete Plant 
Below Equator 


{RT A. Mor WIRE) 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 1.—The 
third section of the William H. 
Qrocker Expedition from Lick Ob- 
servatory, Mt. Hamilton, Cal, to 
observe at the isolated outpost of 
Wallal. Australia, the total eclipse 
of the sun September 21, departed 
for Sydney today on the steamer 
Tahiti. Director W. W. Campbell 
of the observatory is in charge of 
the party. 

The first section of the expedi- 
tion, equipped with five tons of 
astronomica! instruments and sup- 
plies, is in Tahiti making observa- 
tions on the Einstein theory of the 
relativity of planetary gravity to 
the light of other stars or planets. 
The second section of the expedi- 


tion, with an additional seven tons 
of instruments and other equip- 
ment, left San Francisco for Syd- 
ney, June 1%. The first and sec- 
ond sections will unite at Sydney 
this month. 

The complete expedition will 
start from Freemantle about Au- 
gust 15, traveling from that point 
about 1600 miles by steamer to 
Broome as guests of the common- 
wealth government. It will then 
£0 to Wallal, which will be reached 
on or before September 1, accord- 
ing to present plane. 

On this ninety-mile stretch of 
beach, 20 deg. south ot the 
equator, the expedition will set up 
its plant for recording the eclipse, 
which will have a total phase of 
five minutes at the point selected. 

Pre-eclipse and post-eclipse ob- 
servations will be as carefully and 
completely recorded as the total 
phase. 

Wallal is a combined postoffice 
and telegraph station, the in- 
habitant consisting only of the 
postmaster, his family, the staff of 
a sheep ranch and a number of 
aborigines. It was selected for 
the expedition because of Septem- 
ber atmospheric conditions, it hav- 
ing rained but twice in the last 
twenty-five years aj this point.

PROPER EATING NECESSARY 


ext to brea fe the 

m important of all functions 
that sustain life. With many of 
us, unfortunately, food is our mas- 
ter er than our servant. We 
are apt to eat with one thought, 
that of enjoying the taste of food, 
and with little, if any, consider - 
tion for the relationship existing 
between the quality and quantity 
of our food and the con- 
dition of our health. 

Our diet is largely a matter of 
bit. Through the ages 
ideas and customs relating to eat- 
ing have come down to us, but we 
must remember that in recent years 
we have eaten larger and larger 
quantities of modified or manufac- 
tured foods, and less of the natural 
foods to which our ancestors were 
accustomed. 


PREVENTS 
This fact makes it vitally impor- 
tant for us to learn the simple un- 
derlying principles that govern ra. 
tional diet. How many of us for 
example, know how to use food as 
a preventive\of iliness, by keeping 
the y built up and the bodily 
pr regulated? in, have 
we the practical knowledge that 
might enable us to use food as 
remedy in case we fall ill? Nat- 
urally, such knowledge should be 
used only under the physician's di- 
rection, but the home nurse who 
can co-operate intelligently in mat- 
ters of invalid feeding is 4 great 
help to the physician, to say noth- 
of the patient.

Supply Residue? 


One easy method of analyzing 
a diet which has been planned for 
those who are troubled with con- 
stipation is to check it up on the 
following points First, does it 
contain bulky supply of residue or 
“roughage Examples of this 
group are bran, cabbage, +tettuce, 
dried peas and beans, celery, spin- 
ach, figs, raisins, prunes and dates. 

Second in the test would come 
the question, Does the diet con- 
tain plenty of vegetable acids such 
as are found in oranges, grape 
fruit, grape juice, strawberries, 
ete 
The third and last question would 
be, Is there a moderate supply of 
foods that produce a slight in- 
testinal ~- fermentation? Popular 
members of this group are molasses 
in various forms, gingerbread, mo- 
lasses cookies, gingersnaps and 
honey. 

After this checking ts completed 
it will be well to make sure that 
a lubricant is present in the diet 
Perhaps the pleasantest form in 
which to take this is olive oil, one 
or two tablespoons after or with 
each meal. Taken plain without 
vinegar or other acid on lettuce is 
another way in which to get good 
results from olive ofl. 

One of the most Important items 
has been left until the last; that 
is the drinking of plenty of fresh 
water. At least four glasses a day 
should be taken, unless there is a 
digestive weakness that limits the 


fluid intake. This means four 
giasses beside the water drunk at 
meals. 


As a supplement for rather ex- 
treme cases, the use of agar-agar 
of vegetable gelatin is often advis- 
able. This may be purchased in 
bulk, sliced and added to cereal, 
etc. Or it may be procured in 


wafers, or biscuits, ag sold at health

Is n Harmful to Eat Between 
Meals?—M. G. 
Young children and some chi- 
dren of school age need a care- 
fully planned morning and evening 
lunch, (See article, “Making the 
Food Fit the Tears in this and a 


subsequent issue.) School children 
should be given only the plainest 
fare between meals. If they are 
really in need of food they will 
be glad to eat brown bread and 
butter with a glass of milk. This 
will avoid the risk of overtaxing di- 
gestion through eating sweets or 
“rich” food. As to adults, the rule 
for school children is equally ap- 
plicable. “Eating between meals” 
is desirable only when the person Is 
hungry. Under these circum- 
stances, a light lunch, such as a 
glass of milk and a cracker, a 
piece of fruit or a cup of cocoa 
and a wafer will be beneficial. Eat 
ing between meals merely for the 
pleasure of taste will usually in- 
terfere with digestion and cause 
discomfort if not positive harm. 


What is Effect of Turkish Coffee? 

Since Turkish coffee is very con- 
centrated it contains an unusually 
large quantity of caffeine. This 
means that the person who takes 
more than a demitasse after din- 
ner is risking overstimulation. 
When overstimujation takes place 
there is a sensation of increased 
strength, but this really is a false 
strength and the body is being 
worn out faster bas the feed can 
build Kh op.

WASHINGTON, July 7. — In- 
vestigation by a joint Congression- 
al commission of the advisability 
of providing Federal crop insur- 
ance for farmers was proposed in 
a resolution today by Genator Me- 
Nary, Republican, of Oregon. 

Citing success of State hail and 
fire insurance given farmers, Sen- 
ator McNary, in explaining hie pro- 
posal, said he realized it would not 
be practicable to enact legislation 
covering all the hazards to which 
crops are subject. 

“But a number of serious has- 
ards may be included in 4 pol- 
icy,” he „ “It legislation of 
this character can be worked out, 
money made in the fat years 
would assist in carrying the farm- 
er over the lean years. 

“The principle involved in any 
plan of agricultural insurance 
must be such as will safeguard the 
farmer against unavoidable losses 
and at the same time permit him 
to obtain insurance at a cost which 
he can afford te pay. These are the 
principles the inquiry committee 
will seek to discover and when 
discevered to write into legisia- 
tion.” 

Senator McNary said the present 
Congress had done much to bet- 
ter farm conditions and had “shown 
a sympathy for rural problems 
quite beyond that displayed by 
Congress for years,” but he said 
past neglect had caused unrest in 
many farm communities.
